S.0.817(E). —Whereas, vide notification of the Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Road Transport 
and Highway, number S.0.465(E), dated the 26th April, 2002, issued under Section 11 of the National Highways Authority 
of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), the Central Government entrusted the stretch from Km. 220.000 to Km 580.000 (Chittorgarh 
-Kota-Baran-Rajasthan/Madhya Pradesh Border Section) of National Highway number 76 in the State of Rajasthan to the 
National Highways Authority of India ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7 of the National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), 
read with rules 3 to 5 and 11 to 14 of the National Highways Fee (Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008, 
(hereinafter referred to as the “fee rules” the Central Government hereby notifies that there shall be levied and collected, in 
perpetuity, by the National Highways Authority of India, departmentally or through private contractor, a fee on mechanical 
vehicles for the use of the four-laned stretch from km. 269.000 to Km. 325.000 (new chainage Km. 252.929 to Km. 306.929) 
Bichhor to Bijoliya section of national highway number 76, in the State of Rajasthan at the rates specified in the Schedule 
annexed hereto.

1. The total length of the stretch is 54.00 KM. 

2 The fee shall be collected at a single location only within the strech. 

3. The rates of fee and discounts are subject to revision as per the provisions of rule 5 of the fee rules, 2008 and 
shall be effective from 1st April every year. 

4. The collection of fee shall commence within thirty days from the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette or within forty five days from the date of opening of the said four-laned stretch to traffic, 
whichever is later. 

5. When the same mechanical vehicle has to perform return journey within 24 hours, the user shall have the option 
to pay the fee for the return trips at the rates given in column 4 of the table above while crossing the gate jn first 
trip itself or if the same mechanical vehicle has to use the said four-laned stretch frequently for the entire month, 
the vehicle owner may obtain a monthly pass on the payment of charges given in column 5 of the table valid for 
50 single trips within a month. 

Explanation:—“day” shall be counted as a continuous period of twenty-four hours. 

6. No fee shall be levied and collected from a mechanical vehicle, which is not covered by the table given above : 

Provided that where service road and alternative road is available and the owner, driver or the person in-charge 
of a two wheeler is making use of the National Highway, he or she shall be charged fifty per cent of the fee levied 
on a car. 

7. A person who owns a mechanical vehicle registered for non-commercial purposes and residing within a distance 
of twenty kms from the toll plaza specified by such person and uses such vehicle for commuting on the said 
section, may obtain a pass, on payment of fee of Rs. 1 55 /- per calendar month in accordance with fee rule, 2008 
if a service road or alternative road is not available to such owner of a mechanical vehicle.

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10. Any vehicle loading more weight than the permissible weight under para 9, shall have to pay the charges for 
overloading as per the fee rules. 

11. Any driver, owner or person in charge of a mechanical vehicle aggrieved by unauthorized collection of fee, may 
lodge a complaint with the officer authorised by executing authority in this behalf, who shall after hearing the 
parties pass an order on such complaint for refund of excess payment and damages for the inconvenience 
suffered by such user within thirty days. 

12. If any driver, owner or person in charge of a mechanical vehicle does not pay or refuses to pay the fee for use of 
national highway, his or her vehicle shall not be allowed to use such section of national highway, and in case 
such vehicle obstructs the normal flow of traffic, the executing authority may get such obstructing vehicle 
removed from the national highway and may recover fee from the registered owner of the mechanical vehicle. 

13. The executing authority shall publish a notice specifying the amount of fee to be charged from the mechanical 
vehicle, in at least one Newspaper, each in English and vernacular language, having a wide circulation in such 
area and shall also prominently display in Hindi and English one thousand meters ahead of the toll plaza and in 
English and local language five hundred meters ahead of the toll plaza,— 

(a) the amount of fee payable for each class of vehicles and the discounts available under rule 9; 

(b) the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee; 

(c) the gross vehicle weight permissible for each category of vehicles; and 

(d) the name, address and telephone or contact number of the executing authority. 

14. The height of the display boards, their quality and size of lettering shall be clearly visible and legible to the users.
